Spccltlcally, the resolution asked 
the govcrriment "through tha bureau 
ot reolftmatlon. meet the tenilxirary 
power 'shorUse by negotiating con- 
trncls with private power llrma to 
turnlah the needed power without 
rate Increases until Palisades energy 
la flvnllatjJe." The., MJnJdoka -Cassia 
area, the resolution pointed out. haa 
an allocation of 11.000 kilowatts 
tram the Pnllaadea project. 

In Its present government 
tract, the city at Rupert is allowed 
3,000 kilDwatls. but uses 3,700. the 
resolution claims. The Boat End 
Mutual Electric company has con- 
trncled lor 67 kilowatts and uses 
SCO; Paul contracts for 300, but uses 
l.OSO; lUverslde Electric company, 
contracts 41 and uses 3B0. 

Tlio reaolution also notes 'that 
Rural Electric contracts for 1.400 
kilowatts and uses only 1.103; Hey- 
bum'a 77 -kilo watt contract runs 
short ot the 4!B used. Minidoka vil-
